The senator said the legisla­ 
ture’s hassles with the governor 
will be intensified by the com­ 
bination of inflation and reces­

Judge Brown further stated, 
“The 
governor’s extradition 
warrant, as introduced in this 
case, is insufficient to constitute a 
prosecution case for the main 
reason that at no time has 
evidence been introduced in this 


case to show that this man is 
charged with a crime in the state 
of Missouri, and I therefore rule in 
favor of the defense’s motion to 
quash the extradition warrant.” 
The judge also was critical of

He said he felt Missouri 
authorities had reasoned along 
the lives, of “I have got a motive.

fingerprint submitted as evidence 
by

questionable, since it supposedly 
had been recovered on the day of 
the slaying, but was not sent to a 


crime laboratory for testing until 
five days later.

“ is 
that 
somebody substituted a finger 
print. After that piece of evidence 
is removed, then the whole case 
falls into place!” 
Dr. Chester Quarles of the 
University of Missouri at Oxford 
presented to the court a com­ 
parison of the footprint found in 
the house to nine made by the 
doctor by using a device to hold 
his toes apart and the one toe up. 
The judge said he was convinced 
by Dr. Quarles’ testimony that a 
footprint entered as evidence was 
not Dr. Garrison's. 
Dr. Quarles told the court that, 
in his opinion, the doctor could not 
have made the footprint, noting 


that the print found was actually 
one-fourth inch smaller than Dr. 
Garrison’s. The print reportedly 
was discovered two days after the 
death at the foot of stairs leading 
to the second story of Mrs.

Behind closed doors: Ford and 
his shadowy labor-management 
committee working out tax cut 


WASHINGTON

One 
especially 
well placed White 
House chap, who is privy to 
what’s developing behind all those 
closed doors, those daily morning 
economic skull sessions and in the 
Oval Office itself, put it this way 
the other day: “Don’t attribute 
this to me, just say you’ve been 
‘sourcing’ and you’ve been told 
there will be a one-shot tax cut for 
virtually all the people and cor­ 
porations.” 
This has been worked out where 
it counts - in the President’s 
secretive White Houe Labor- 
Management Committee. This is 
far more significant than even a 
straightaway 
decision 
by 
President Ford himself. 
The President can be *etoeed 
by Congress. But the Labor- 
Management 
Committee 
is 
almost veto-proof. On it are ail the 
top leaders of organized labor. 
There can’t be a more powerful 
combination than George Meany 
(and 
his deputy, 
AFL-CIO 
secretary -treasu rer 
Lane 
Kirkland), Teamster leader 
Frank Fitzsimmons, auto union 
chief Leonard Woodcock, steel 
labor president Abe Abel and the 
coal diggers’ head Arnold .Miller, 
who as the apprentice in the tough 
combine is distinguishing himself. 
In all they have an almost 
unbeatable congressional lobby. 
On the industrialist side are a 
banker, 
metal management 
executives and spokesmen for 
auto 
manufacturers, 
oil 
producers, 
construction, 
and 
Reginald Jones, chief executive 
officer of General Electric. 
Many of these men on both sides 
have fought each other fiercely. 
The 
Seafarers 
Paul 
Hall, 
maritime (union) trades leader, 
has just been in a knockdown fight 
with the oil industry over passage 
of the Energy Transportation 
Security Act. Yet he sits at the 
same 
planning 
table 
with 
Rawleigh Warner, Jr., chairman 
of the Mobil Oil Company. 
Big steel’s Heath Larry confers 
with Arnold Miller whose coal 
diggers crippled the industry’s 
pits for almost six weeks recently. 
Woodcock works smoothlywith 
Richard Gerstenberg, who ap­ 
parently speaks for the auto in­ 
dustry. These industrialists and 
their colleagues also have* 
powerful congressional lobbies. 
So their “virtual” agreement on 
a tax cut, their fraternal give and 
take which has put the demands of 
both 
sides 
now 
within 
“agreement” range, means that 
their lobbies won’t confront each 
other « 1 the Hill. There won’t be a 
stand-off 
with 
labor 
and 
management neutralizing each 
other in the Congress. 
This means, unless there is 
some snag, the newly liberal 
Congress, with its younge men* 
(one new representative is 25 
years olo) and extremists, won’t 


smash chances for a reasonable 
tax cut by running wild. 
It’s the neatest bit of collective 
bargaining I’ve covered. And, of 
course, it’s that chewer-upper of 
newsmen, Harvard’s Dean John 
Dunlop, who has welded it all. 
He’s the Committee’s executive 
secretary, 
coordinator, father 
confessor and elctric prod. 
All this is the American 
counterpart of the Austrian and 
German 
coordination 
and 
cooperation pattern - born of the 
realization that if labor and 
management don’t work together 
they’ll 
hang 
separately 
economically. The British and the 
Italians have not yet learned this. 
I doubt any member of the Labor- 
Management Committee believes 
the recession will be over before 
1976. 
The script is much like that of a 
Broadway musical plot pivoting 
on a New York Seventh Avenue 
garment plant. There is the 
“outside 
m an,” 
Treasury 
Secretary William Simon. And 
there are the two “inside men” 
who really design and cut the 
fabric - President Ford’s two 
most intimate friends, Bill 
Seidman and Phil Buchen. They 
need no other titles. So Bill Simon 
can only sell what’s made on the 
inside. This is a reasoned tax cut. 
Also the obvious J. Kenneth 
Galbraithian, Keynesian spen­ 
ding and huge budget deficit. 
Simon, who has spent some time 
now talking individually with 
labor chiefs, is swinging to the 
anti-recession tactics instead of 
tightening up to kill the inflation. 
Thus, at this minute, the figures 
show that at least $2 billion will 
have been spent by fiscal year’s 
end on public jobs and works 
projects. And $43 billion on ad­ 
ditional unemployment insurance 
and billions more on the “en- 
titleds” - those who by law are 
automatically entitled to heavier 
welfare payments, more food 
stamps, social security cost of 
living increases, etc. The budget 
is edging up to a third of a trillion 
dollars - and more. 
So it’s vital that the new 
Congress be held in line. If any 
force can accomplish this, it’s the 
untied front of the lobbies con­ 
trolled by the men « 1 he Labor- 
Management Committee. 
Thus, after the AFL-CIO’s 300 
most powerful leaders meett in a 
rare General Board session Jan. 
23, most of them will stay over 
and buttonhole the Hill. Note that 
among these 300 men will be the 
heads of every one erf the AFL- 
CIO’s state federations. Usually 
they can make or break local 
congressional candidatese. On 
Feb. 5 the auto union officials will 
do likewise. 
Industry lobbies 
operate more quietly. 
For the most part they’ll all be 
working together. That’s a bigg« 
story than a tax cut. 
It’s all so harmonious, George 
Meany may even permit an in­ 
dustrialist to beat him at golf one 
of these days.

Clear CIA

WASHINGTON - The Central 
Intelligence Agency’s secret files 
on American citizens, according 
to sources who have had access to 
them, 
show 
no 
evidence 
of 
widespread domestic surveillance 
by the CIA. 
Our sources confirm The New 
York Times report that the CIA 
has the names of at least 10,000 
American citizens in its files. But 
most of the names were furnished 
by domestic agencies as part of an 
intelligence exchange that was 
established 
after 
the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy. 
The largest batch of names - a 
computerized 
printout 
listing 
9,000 
antiwar 
agitators, 
new 
leftists and ghetto militants - was 
turned over to the CIA in 1969 by 
the Justice Department’s civil 
disturbance unit. 
The unit chief, Jam es Devine, 
arranged to deliver the names to 
the Cl A’s antiterrorist expert, 
Richard Ober, who had made a 
study 
of 
radical 
movements 
overseas. 
From the 9,000 names, the CIA 
picked out those who had received 
training or had participated in 
demonstratoins 
overseas. 
This 
information was relayed back to 
the Justice Department for its 
guidance in dealing with domestic 
demonstrations. 
The CIA prepared reports, for 
example, on Black Panthers who 
had received guerrilla training in 
Libya and demolition instruction 
in North Korea. The CIA also 
identified Arab students 
in 
America who had alleged ties 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 
But only rarely, the files show, 
did the CIA keep these individuals 
under surveillance in the United 
States. Sometimes, the CIA would 
tail a suspect to the United Sates 
and continue the surveillance for 
a few days until the watch could 
be turned over to the FBI . But 
few Americans have been spied 


upon by the Cl A at home, our 
sources swear. 
“The CIA simply doesn’t have 
the manpower to keep 10,000 
Americans under surveillance,” 
said one source. 
We also checked various law 
enforcement agencies to find out 
what kind of information they had 
received from the CIA about 
American citizens. The word from 
each 
agency 
was 
that 
CIA 
messages invariably contain a 
legitimate overseas angle. 
Declared 
one 
official 
em­ 
phatically: “There is no program, 
no project, no policy set up to 
permit the CIA to conduct sur­ 
veillance of citizens in the United 
States.” 


At the same time, our sources 
acknowledge there were several 
“gray areas,” where the CIA has 
crossed into domestic operations. 
The CIA, 
for example, may 
develop informants, defectors and 
double 
agents 
overseas 
who 
refuse to deal with anyone else 
after their arrival in the United 
States. 


We quoted from one CIA memo, 
which offered the latest gossip on 
Eartha Kitt’s sex life n Paris. This 
information was provided to the 
Secret Service, which had started 
an investigation of the entertainer 
after she had em barrassed Lady 
Bird Johnson by asking a pointed 
question about the Vietnam War 
at a Jan. 18, 1968, White House 
luncheon.
